THE EXCEEDING SINFULNESS OF ENVY 


. Webster’s Collegiate Dictionary says that envy is chagrin 
or discontent at the excellence or good fortune of another; 
resentful begrudging. In Prov. 14:30, the wise man Solomon 
said, “Env the rottenness of the bones.” To my mind, 
this is equivalent to saying that envy is a putrefying, cor- 
ruptive thing to the person who possesses or indulges in it, 
and the envious person wields [tego ary corrupt influence 
over and about others. We know what happens when the 
bones are destroyed or give way in the human body—it 
is limp and useless. In other words, there could be no form, 
strength, or fashion to a body without. bones. Therefore 
a person in this condition could not be expected to be o 
benefit to himself or anyone else. In fact, he would only 
be burdensome to himself and others. Envy (envyings) is 
listed by Paul in Gal. 5:21 as one of the works of the 
flesh, about which he says, “They which do such things 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God.” Surely, no state- 
ment could show the exceeding sinfulness of this fruit 
of the flesh, envy, more than this prohibition on the 
envious person entering into God’s eternal and everlast- 
ing kingdom, which is the brightest hope anyone can have 
for the future. Paul here makes it very clear that he is 
strongly opposed to such a characteristic and is equally as 
strong in his denunciation of it. In fact, he not only men- 
tions this work of the flesh in this instant, but in several 
other places in his epistles. For instance, when writing to 
the church at Rome, he said, “Let us walk honestly, as 
in the day; not in... en g.” On another occasion, 
when writing to the church at Corinth, his message was, 
“Ye are yet carnal: for whereas there is among you envy- 
ing, and strife, and divisions, are ye not carnal, and walk 
as men?” “For I fear, lest, when I come, I shall not find 
you such as I would, and that I shall be found unto you 
such as ye would not: lest there be debates, envyings, 
wraths, strifes, backbitings, whisperings, swellings, tu- 
mults.” Such unbecoming conduct is full proof to my mind 
that this was a group of unsanctified members of the 
church at Corinth. In fact, *turning to the first chapter of 
First Corinthians, verse two, we read these words, which 
support very clearly the fact that there were those in the 
Corinthian Church who were sanctified, as well as those 
who were not: “To them that are sanctified in Christ 
Jesus.” It most assuredly would be unreasonable to even 
expect to see such unethical, carnal conduct on the part 
of a fully and entirely consecrated Christian as some of 
the Corinthians were guilty of. It is true that there are 
those who goo sanctification who may be guilty of such 
conduct at times, but if so, it is an indisputable fact 
that their sanctification is not what it should be. As en- 
vious, carnally minded church members in the Corinthian 
church caused no little trouble, so those who are of that 
nature and disposition cause trouble in the churches to- 
day, the envious especially. It will be well to remember that 
envy is the father of a host of children, and generally he 
has them with him, and they let it be known that they 
are present.

n is that he always disparages others in that he looks 
i e: something evil in them so that by contrast or com-

wisdom descendeth not from above, but is earthly, sensual, 
devilish. For where envying and strife is, there is confusion 
and every evil work.” The envious person magnifies the 
blessings of another to such a degree as to totally and 
St eclipse his own blessings, be he ever so suc- 
cessful in whatever his office or work may be. A prominent 
writer has said, “Envy destroys the sentiment of love, 
paralyzes the power of appreciation, and steals away per- 
sonal peace.” 

Solomon surely was right in saying that envy is “rotten- 
ness of the bones,” for it so fills a person with bitterness 
and jealousy that all his strength and virtue is poisoned 
and has a poisonous effect upon all who associate with 
him. No wonder we have the question in Prov. 27:4, “Who is 
able to stand before envy?” Is it not true that the most 
innocent, unsuspecting, consecrated, and righteous per- 
son will be misjudged, begrudged, and resented by the 
envious in his every word and act? Small wonder an ex- 
perienced writer has said, “An envious person feeds on the 
impurities he scents in the air and grows fat in = 
tion as he finds the evil he seeks in others.” Therefore, 
as another has said, “The individual who wishes to suc- 
ceed or have peace in this life should ayoid an envious 
person as he would avoid a pestilence.” Paul said, “Ab- 
stain from all appearance of evil.” 


Let us think for a moment as we glance through the 
pages of the Holy Bible to see what envy has done through 
envious people. Think of Joseph who was sold into Egypt 
by his own brothers; Rachel’s heart filled with bitterness 
toward her sister; Aaron and Miriam, the brother and 
sister of Moses, rising in ridicule against him. Not only 
that, but Israel as a whole rebelled against him to the 

oint that God said, “Step aside that I may destroy them 
rem the face of the earth.” It was envy that through 
the rebel mob the Lord Jesus Christ was taken to the 
mock trial where He suffered His face to be beaten and 
spit upon, His beard pulled, His back beaten, and His 
brow crowned with thorns, while His body was draped 
in a purple robe, which, no doubt, stuck close to His back 
because of the blood from the many stripes that were 
inflicted upon Him. It was envy that nailed Him to the 
cross; but it was love, God’s love, His love, love for a lost 
world and even His tormentors and crucifiers, that caused 
Him to die there. Envy caused Cain to take his brother 
Abel’s life. It is the motivating, inspiring power of war and 
conquest, greed’s resource, love’s dead weight, the broad 
road to sin and shame, and the pitfall of all spirituality. 

Was it not the ruin of Judas Iscariot and the downfall 
of Demas? And is it not the basis on which the antichrist 
will yet erect his throne? Envy made the devil what he is. 
It was envy that led him to exalt himself and rebel against 
God, for did not he say, “I am a God; I sit in the seat of 
God; I will ascend above the heights of the clouds,” Ezek. 
28:2; Isa. 14:14? It was envious pride that moved him to 
seek equality with God, and even superiority to God— 
he was chagrined at God’s excellency. It was envy that in- 
spired his satanic soul to deceive Eve, which resulted in 
both her downfall and Adam’s; and it was nothing short 
of an envious motive that moved him to whisper tempta- 
tions to the Son of God in the three great debates in the wil- 
derness. But isn’t it wonderful that though Adam and Eve 
fell under his subtle temptation in the Garden of Eden, 
Jesus Christ, the second Adam, conquered, triumphed, tri- 
umphed victoriously, in the vast solitude of the wilderness? 
Yes, and in that He triumphed, He has made it possible 
that every child of God may overcome the devil. Simon 
Peter’s exhortation was, “Wherefore laying aside all malice, 
and all guile, and hypocrisies, and envies, and all evil 
—s-- as newborn babes, desire the sincere milk of 
the word, that ye may grow thereby.” Some Christians re- 
main baby Christians and, therefore, act babyish entirely 
too long; while others are in their second babyhood, and 
they are generally worse. The Lord Jesus is of tender 
compassion toward young Christians, so should all minis- 
ters and other members be; but there comes a time when 
the young Christian should develop into manhood and 
womanhood. When that stage of adulthood is reached in 
Christ Jesus, that work of the flesh, envy, should be dead 
and buried along with all the other works of the flesh, of 
which the blood of the Lord Jesus washes our souls free. 
Then, as Paul says, the result will be “fruits unto holiness, 
and the end everlasting life.”

“And some fell on stony ground, 
where it had not much earth; and im- 
mediately it sprang up, because it 
had no depth of earth: But when the 
sun was up, it was scorched; and be- 
cause it had no root, it withered away. 
And some fell among thorns, and the 
thorns grew up and choked it, and 
it yielded no fruit.” 

This is only a part of the parable 
found in Mark 4. We notice verses 
16-19 explain its meaning. “And these 
are they likewise which are sown on 
stony ground; who, when they have 
heard the word, immediately receive 
it with gladness; and have no root in 
themselves, and so endure but for a 
time: afterward, when affliction or 
persecution ariseth for the word’s 
sake, immediately they are offended. 
And these are they which are sown 
among thorns; such as hear the word, 
and the cares of this world, and the 
deceitfulness of riches, and the lusts 
of other things entering in, choke 
the word, and it becometh unfruitful.” 

Now we see four different types 
(speaking of the spiritual condition of 
people) in this entire parable (Mark 
4:3-8), but the — of this parable 
just quoted in article explains 
only two: the stony ground convert 
and the hearer of the Word but not 
a doer; the Word choked by thorns 
(the cares of life). It’s a sad thing 
to think of the spiritual condition of 
either of these types of people, .but 
speaking of the latter, how they are 
typical of what we often see present 
in church services. The parable did 
not say that this type received the 
Word with gladness; they only heard 
the Word, but the effect of the Word 
on them was wrested by the cares of 
life. Some people come to church and 
listen to the messages, continually; 
but it doesn’t matter how heart touch- 
ing the sermons are, or how eternal 
punishment is preached, it does not 
have its proper effect upon them. “And 
the thorns grew up, and choked it, 
and it yielded no fruit.” Their busi- 
ness, their financial affairs, or the 
pleasures of life takes all their 
thought. 

If some folks should see the burn- 
ing flames, smell the brimstone, hear 
the screams, and feel the torture, 
would that stony heart then melt and 
receive the Word? It’s a dangerous 
thing to ignore and make of none ef- 
fect the Word of God. Ah, how men 
should humble themselves and mag- 
nify the great name of God, and obey 
His Holy Word. Exaltation from a self- 
righteous spirit is so binding, they 
continue to resist the Word. “He, that 
being often reproved hardeneth his 
neck, shall suddenly be destroyed, and 
that without remedy,” ProVerbs 29:1. 

Let us look at the stony ground con- 
vert as the double-minded and un- 
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stable person—one mind to repent and 
serve God, and another mind warring 
against the Spirit, which hinders the 
convert from offering his all on the 
altar. This parable says, “and so en- 
dure but for a time.” He gets enough 
religion to endure for a while, but 
not to enjoy; he soon gets tired of 
only enduring and the way it goes. 
Paul said, “Put on the whole armour 
of God, that ye may be able to stand 
the wiles of the devil. For we wrestle 
not against flesh and blood, but 
against principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness 
of this world, against spiritual wick- 
edness in high places,” Ephesians 6:11, 
12. The stony ground Christian is in a 
spiritually-weak, powerless condition. 
He gets his mind stirred up for fear 
of eternal hell. He falls into the altar, 
seemingly praying through, testifies of 
his experience, probably is added to 
the church and is baptized, is loyal 
and attentive to the church for a 
while, but later he is missed at church. 
The pleasures of life, the discouraging 
words from a worldly friend, or be- 
cause of fastening his eyes upon some 
hypocrite, he is offended and over- 
come with evil. What’s the matter? 
He lacked earth, needed to dig deeper 
to possess the will power determina- 
tion. 

New converts, take this advice, never 
yield to the discouraging words of an 
unsaved person. My further advice is 
for you to read the Bible, go to 
church, watch and pray, and never 
stop for a conversation with Satan. 


We have in mind an old character who © 


made the terrible mistake of stopping 
for a conversation with the devil. Ah, 
what if Eve had turned her back on 
Satan, refusing a conversation with 
him? The Bible said, “Now the serpent 
was more subtil than any beast of the 
field which the Lord God had made.” 
Now notice how underminding he was 
in starting the conversation. He first 
asked a question to get an opportunity 
to deceive with beguiling words: “And 
he said unto the woman, Yea, hath 
God said, Ye shall not eat of every tree 
of the garden? And the woman said 
unto the serpent, We may eat of the 
fruit of the trees of the garden: But 
of the fruit of the tree which is in 
the midst of the garden, God hath 
said, Ye shall not eat of it, neither 
shall ye touch it, lest ye die. And the 
serpent said unto the woman, Ye shall 
not surely die: for God doth know 
that in the day ye eat thereof, then 
your eyes shall be opened, and ye 
shall be as gods, knowing good and 
evil,” Genesis 3:1-5. Verse 6 should 
give us a thorough warning of the 
crafty works of the devil and the ef- 
fects upon the victim who may be 
deceived by listening to him. “And 
when the woman saw that the 


tree was good for food, and that 
it was pleasant to the eyes, and 
a tree to be desired to make one wise, 
she took of the fruit thereof, and did 
eat, and gave also unto her husband 
with her; and he did eat.” Now it’s 
true that she knew God’s command- 
ments, for she quoted them to the 
serpent. Now comes the very thought 
of the subject; just as Adam and 
Eve had God’s commandments and 
broke them to their eternal ruin, so 
we have God’s commandments with 
us, and what are people doing with 
them? God is calling sinners to re- 
pentance, and says, “But, except ye 
repent, ye shall all likewise perish,” 
Luke 13:3b. 

Let us read verse 20 of this parable 
of the sower, which is so encouraging 
to Christians. “And these are they 
which are sown on good ground; 
such as hear the word, and receive it, 
and bring forth fruit, some thirtyfold, 
some sixty, and some an hundred.” 
May the Lord help us live so we can 
hear these words, “Well done, thou 
good and faithful servant: thou hast 
been faithful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler over many things: 
enter thou into the joy of thy Lord,” 
Matthew 25:21.

Before He Is Baptized in Water? 


Many preachers say, “No!” But 
what does the Bible say about it? 

“And the publican, standing afar 
off, would not lift up so much as his 
eyes unto heaven, but smote upon his 
breast, saying, God be merciful to me 
a sinner. I tell you, this man went 
down to his house justified rather 
than the other, for every one that 
exalteth himself shall be abased; and 
he that humbleth himself shall be ex- 
alted,” Luke 18:13. 

So we see that the publican was 
— before he was baptized in wa- 

er. 

What about the sinful woman? 
Read what Jesus said, “Wherefore I 
say unto thee, her sins, which are 
many, are forgiven. For she loved 
much: but to whom little is forgiven, 
the same loveth little. And he said un- 
to her, Thy sins are forgiven,” Luke 
7:47, 48. And we see that this sinful 
ri was saved before she was bap- 

ed. 

What did Jesus say to the paralyzed 
man? Read it: “And when he saw 
their faith, he saith unto him, Man, 
thy sins are forgiven,” Luke 5:20. We 
see, also, that this man sick of the 
palsy was saved before he was bap- 
tized in water. 

What about the penitent thief? 
Here it is: “And he saith unto Jesus, 
Lord, remember me when thou com- 
est into thy kingdom. And Jesus saith 
unto him, Verily I say unto thee, To- 
day shalt thou be with me in para- 
dise,” Luke 23:42, 43. So we see that 
the thief was saved before he was 
baptized in water. 

What about Cornelius and _ his 
household? Here is the report: “While 
Peter yet spake these words, the Holy 
Ghost fell on all them which heard 
the word. And they of the circum- 
cision which believed were astonished, 
as many as came with Peter, because 
that on the Gentiles also was poured 
out the gift of the Holy Ghost. For 
they heard them speak with tongues 
and magnify God. Then answe 
Peter, Can any man forbid water, that 
these should not be baptized, which 
have received the Holy Ghost as well 
as we? And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord. 
Then prayed they him to tarry cer- 
tain days,” Acts 10:44-48. So again we 
see that Cornelius was saved and 
filled with the Holy Ghost before he 
was baptized in water. 

What about the eunuch? Here is 
the statement: “And as they went on 
their way, they came to a 

ertain water: and the eunuch said, 
, here is water; what doth hinder 
me to be baptized? And Phillip said, 
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If thou believest with all thine heart. 
thou mayest. And he answered and 
said, I believe that Jesus Christ is the 
Son of God. And he commanded the 


chariot to stand still; and they went - 


down both into the water, both Phil- 
lip and the eunuch; and he baptized 

m,” Acts 8:36-38. So, we see, accord- 
ing to 1 John 5:1, that the eunuch 
was saved BEFORE he was baptized 
in water. “Whosoever believeth that 
Jesus is the Christ IS born of God.” 
Note, the eunuch’s testimony: “I be- 
lieve that Jesus Christ is the Son of 
God.” He believed with all his heart, 
therefore he was born of God before 
he was baptized in water. Had light- 
ning struck the eunuch dead before 


‘he reached the water, he would have 


gone sailing home to heaven. 

Christ Jesus said, “Go ye therefore 
and make disciples (or Christians) of 
all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost,” Matt. 28:19. 
So we see that they made Christians 
of all nations B. RE they baptized 
them in water. First, they made them 
Christians; second, they baptized 
them in water. “Baptize them (dis- 
ciples or Christians) in water.” 

Again we read in Acts 9:17: “And 
Ananias went his way, and entered 
into the house; and putting his hand 
on him said, Brother Saul, the Lord, 
even Jesus, that appeared unto thee 
in the way as thou camest, hath sent 
me, that thou mightest receive thy 
sight, and be filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” So we see that Paul, too, was 
saved BEFORE he was baptized in 
water. Note that the Lord said, “For, 
behold, he prayeth.” And Ananias 
called him “Brother Saul,” BEFORE 
he was baptized in water. 

The theory that a sinner cannot be 
saved before he is baptized in water 
teaches that our precious soldiers in 
the foxholes cannot be saved because 
there’s no one there to baptize them 
in water. We see our boys dug in on 
the front lines; they are conscious of 

eat danger, and at least some of 
hem decide to accept the Lord. But 
they have no preacher there to bap- 
tize them in water. Would you say 
they will have to die and go to hell 
because there is no preacher to bap- 
tize them? I look on my Christ as 
being more merciful than that. John 
said, “But as many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become the 
sons of God, even to them that believe 
on his name, John 1:12. If these sol- 
diers receive Him and believe on His 
name, He then gives them power to 
> ares the sons of God. Read 1 John

Were Paul’s converts baptized in 
water before aon | were born of the 
Spirit? If so, Paul had very few con- 
verts. He baptized only Crispus, Gaius, 
and the household of Stephanas. (1 
Cor. 1:14-17,) If a sinner could not 
be saved before he is baptized in wa- 
ter, Paul would not have said, “For 
Christ sent me not to baptize, but to 
preach the gospel.” 

We have Bible evidence that Ones- 
imus was born of the Spirit right 
there in prison, for Paul said, “I be- 
seech thee for my son Onesimus, 
whom I have begotten in my bonds.” 
Then in verse 16, “Not now as a ser- 
vant, but above a servant, a brother 
beloved, specially to me, but how 
much more unto thee, both in the 
flesh, and in the Lord.” But what ar- 
rangement would a heathen jailor 
make for a baptizing? None! They 
put Paul in that prison for preaching 
Christ, and would they then allow him 
to immerse one in Christ’s name? In- 
credible! Yet immersion is the Bible 
mode of baptism. Paul was “in prisons 
more frequent,” 2 Cor. 11:23. No tell- 
ing how many prisons Paul was in, 
and no telling how many prisoners 
he begat in his bonds. It would be an 
exhibition of gross ignorance to even 
suppose that these heathen prison- 
keepers would have furnished a pool 
and allowed Paul’s helpers to come in 
and baptize his converts. No false 
ae can keep his argument lying 
evenly. 

Then, too, you remember that nei- 
ther Paul, nor any of his co-workers, 
baptized the damsel which had a 
spirit of divination before she was 
saved. Read Acts 16:16-18. It is shown 
that water baptism did not wash the 
spirit of Satan out of the damsel. To 
say that God will not save a poor 
sinner until he is baptized in water

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The church is one of the greatest 
and most beautiful subjects taught in 
the Bible. It has been asked, “What is 
= ehurch? and who are its mem- 

ers?” 

First, let us consider its Founder. 
In Matt. 16:18, we read, “And I say 
also unto thee, that thou art Peter, 
and upon this rock I will build m 
church; and the gates of hell shall 
not —— against it.” The church 
was founded upon Christ. At the time 
Jesus told Peter He would build His 
church and the gates of hell would 
not prevail against it, Christ saw the 
importance of the church and its or- 
ganization, and said, “I will build my 
church.” We can find nowhere in the 
Bible where Christ before this time 
ever mentioned the church, yet He 
had been building up to it from the 
beginning of His ministry. We also 
find in Matthew 10 where Jesus in- 
structed the twelve disciples, sent 
them to preach, and gave them pow- 
er against unclean spirits to cast 
them out and to heal all manner of 
sickness and all manner of diseases. 
But Christ, at the time, did not men- 
tion the church. 

Many go out today without a mes- 
sage: of salvation. Then there are 
some who preach the church before 
they preach repentance. Getting peo- 
ple saved, healed, and blessed the 
first step. joe A ministers fail be- 
cause they put the church first and 
soul-saving second. We should first 
present Christ to the poses. A good 
salesman does not present his goods 
for sale until he has presented him- 
self. When the minister sells himself 
to the people to the extent that they 
can see the very presence of Christ

in him, and they are blessed by his 
pone, and ministry, then he can 
easily tell them about the church. 
Some get the horse before the cart. 
Get hooked up right, and your minis- 
try will go right. 

Let me say something else. Don’t 
try to get big without first being lit- 
tle. Some ministers try to get the min- 
istry of healing and forget the most 
important thing; that is, salvation of 
souls. Some folks fast and pray for 
days for the gift of healing, until 
their bodies are weak, and some lose 
their health. | ——. so. But Paul, 
in introducing the gifts in 1 Cor. 12:1 
said, “Now concerning spiritual gifts, 
brethren, I would not have you to be 
ignorant.” It seems that Paul knew 
by this statement there would be some 
who would be ignorant concerning the 
reception and operation of the gifts. 
Let me use the same statement Paul 
used: “Brethren, I would not have 
you to be ignorant.” After all, what 
is the first and the second gift Paul 
mentions as being in the church? The 
first gift is to be wisdom; the second 

ft is to be knowledge. The great man 

lomon said in all our getting, get 
wisdom. Again we hear the Bible say 


if any man lack wisdom let him ask - 


of God who giveth to every man free- 
ly and upbraideth not. Someone said, 
“This is a special gift, and it cannot 
be had unless the Lord gives the gift 
to you.” Right you are, but He said 
He gives to every man that asks Him 
for wisdom, and upbraids not. 

Brethren, God set the gifts in the 
church when the Holy Ghost came, 
and you have as much right to exer- 
cise the gift as any one in the church, 
if you live right, and stay consecrated. 
Did Jesus say in Mark, 16th chapter, 
that these signs would follow you? 
Did He say you would cast out devils? 
Did He say you would heal the sick? 
What else do you expect from God? 
We are challenged to use what God 
has set in the church! 

The church was first mentioned. by 
Christ when He asked the disciples, 
“Whom do men say that I, the Son 
of man, am?” They said, “Some say 
that thou art John the Baptist, some 
Elias, and others Jermias or one of 
the prophets.” He said unto them, 


“Whom say ye that I am?” Simon 
Peter answered and said, “Thou art 
the Christ the Son of the living God.” 
Christ then replied, “Simon Bar-jona, 
flesh and blood hath not revealed this 
unto you, but my Father which is in 
heaven.” Notice, it was not Peter, 
flesh and blood, that gave him the 
knowledge, but it was divine wisdom 
from God. Then Jesus said, “I will 
build my church.” The church was 
not built upon Peter. No, a thousand 
times no! It was established because 
Christ, the Son of God, saw that it 
was necessary to have a church for 
those who had been born again and 
had a revelation of His being the Son 
of God, and He is the Foundation 
Rock upon which it is built. 1 Cor. 
3:11; 1 Peter 2:4, 5. 

There are some groups and minis- 
ters that don’t seem to know it is im- 
portant to be born again before join- 
ing the church. They put on a cam- 


paign for church membership each ~- 


year. They have a ten-night meeting 
for their campaign, but never have an 
altar where men and women can 
come and kneel, repent of their sins, 
and be converted. Some have gone 
so far as to say they are the church 
that Christ mentions in the Bible, but 
they don’t have an altar in their 
church. They don’t believe in sinners 
praying and confessing their sins to 
God. They say that the Bible says God 
won’t hear a sinner’s prayer anyway. 
True, the Bible says that, but that 
was not referring to the prayer of a 
repenting sinner! The only way a per- 
son has to get to God is through re- 
pentance, and Paul says in Romans 
10:10, “For with the heart man be- 
lieveth unto righteousness; and with 
the mouth confession is made unto 
salvation.” 

The same group says that in order 
to be converted, you must be baptized 
in water. They say that Jesus told Nic- 
odemus he must born of water and 
of the Spirit or he could not enter into 
the kingdom of God. But when Jesus 
referred to water, He had reference to 
the natural birth. This should be ob- 
vious to anyone. The church that Je- 
sus had reference to in Matt. 16:18 
was a church that the gates of hell 
would not prevail against. This 
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church is to be built out of born- 
again Spirit-filled men and women, 
for 1 Peter 2:5 says, “Ye also, as lively 
stones, are built up a spiritual house, 
an holy priesthood, to offer up spirit- 
ual sacrifices, acceptable to God by 
Jesus Christ.” God's desire for His 
church is spiritual members. Only 
men and women who have been born 
of the Spirit are eligible to become 
a part of His church. 

I will not agree with a minister 
who says do away with the church 
altar, do away with the blood of 
Christ, or who says there is no wrong 
in taking part in worldly amusement, 
as long as we don’t go too deep in 
them. I just can’t agree that every- 
thing that belongs to some church 
group is part of the real church of 
God. If that be the case, why have a 
church? What good is church govern- 
ment? You cannot have a church 
without having government; yet, if it 
has no standard, it is of no benefit. 
What would a nation be without gov- 


ernment? The church that Christ: 


said He would build has government 
and men to be the head of its govern- 
ment. No man can fully believe the 
Bible without believing in church gov- 
ernment. No nation can operate with- 
out leaders; neither can a church op- 
erate without leaders. Heb. 13:17 says, 
“Obey them that have the rule over 
you, and submit yourselves; for they 
watch for your souls, as they that 
must give account that they may do 
it with joy and not with grief; for 
that is unprofitable for you.’? Doesn’t 
this scripture prove there are to be 
leaders over us, to watch and to lead 
us? In Acts 20:28 Paul exhorts, “Take 
heed therefore unto yourselves and to 
all the flock, over the which the Holy 
Ghost hath made you overseers, to 
feed the church of God which he hath 
purchased with his own blood.” There 
is no way of lym around Bible gov- 
ernment, and God has set leaders in 
the church to exercise it. 1 Cor. 12:28 
sets forth the fact that “God hath set 
some in the church, first apostles, 
secondarily prophets, Lene | teachers, 
after that miracles, then gifts of heal- 
ings, helps, governments, diversities of 
tongues.” You can not believe that 
tongues are in the church without be- 
lie ry in church overnment; 
neither can you a part 
of the Church without being gov- 
erned. Matthew 18:15-17 sets forth 
the benefit of church govern- 
ment: “Moreover, if thy brother shall 
trespass against thee, go and tell him 
his fault between thee and him alone: 
if he shall hear thee, thou hast 
gained thy brother. But if he will not 
hear thee, then take with thee one or 
two more, that in the mouth of two or 


three witnesses every word may be 
established. And if he shall neglect to 
hear them, tell it unto the church: 
but if he neglect to hear the church, 
let him be unto thee as an heathen 
man and a publican.” This instruc- 
tion was given by Jesus as a part of 
church government for dealing with a 
trespassing brother. 

Next, does it take money to operate 
a government? You will say, “Yes, it 
does.” Let me ask you, then, does it 
not also take money to operate God’s 
church? Surely, it does. God has it 
set up in the Bible how His church is 
to be supported. It was Jesus who said, 
“Render unto Caesar the things that 
are Caesar’s, and unto God the things 
that are God’s.” If we obey this scrip- 


ture, we will pay Caesar or the gov- 
ernment the things that belong to 
each, and we will pay God what be- 
longs to Him. 1 Cor. 16:2 tells us, “Up- 
on the first day of the week let every 
one of you lay him in store, as God 
hath prospered him, that there be no 
gatherings when I come.” Malachi 
3:10, “Bring ye all the tithes into the 
storehouse (church) that there may 
be meat in mine house, and prove me 
now herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, 
if I will not open you the windows of 
heaven and pour you out a blessing 
that there shall not be room enough 
to receive it.” Jesus loved the church 
and gave His life and blood for it. 
Surely we can love it enough to live 
in, with, and for it. 








REV. MRS. IDA McCOY PASSES TO 
HER REWARD 





Sister Ida McCoy completed her last 
earthly task and finished her earthly 
journey to pass into immortality May 
11, 1952. Although confined to her bed 
the last few months of her life, she 
was surrounded by many of her 
friends and loved ones. Much of that 
time was spent reminiscing the tri- 
umphs of her extremely full and busy 
life, and contemplating the glory that 
remains for those who have faithfully 
discharged their duties as God’s ser- 
vants. She had been a Church of God 
member for 36 years, and a minister 
of the Church since May 19, 1924. 

Sister McCoy was born Ida Denson 
on Jan. 12, 1877, in Cleburn County, 
Ala.

Nor does her musical 
incitement stop here, for her entire 
family developed well their musical 
talents, among whom are her sons, 
James, who is a member and perpet- 
uator of the Homeland Harmony 
Quartet, and Otis, head editor of our 
Tennessee Music and Printing Com- 

any. Joseph Lowell, the youngest son, 
S pastor at Woodside Avenue Church 
of God, Greenville, S. C., and overseer 
of the Greenville District. 

Funeral services were conducted at 
Mt. Pisgah, Ala., by Reverends J. Frank 
Spivey, Houston R. Morehead, and 
E. J. Boehmer, The huge beautiful 
floral os came in from var- 
ious parts of the nation.

ANOTHER VALLEY OF DRY BONES 


Recently, we received an inquiry 
from the Philippines concerning the 
work of the Church of God, which we 
sent to Rev. F. R. Cortez. In his letter 
to me he states he made the trip tc 
see the people. Here he gives an ac- 
count of his visit to the mountain 
province: 

“On last Monday I left Station Lu- 
cia, bound to the mountain region, 
about 5 p. m. I reached Baquio City, 
the summer capital of the Philippines. 
There I met a missionary with Pastor 
Juan Sariano whom I know well, and 
I am also known to him. They took me 
to their residence, which is about 7 
kilometers away from Baguio City, 
and I spent the night with’them. Ear- 
ly the next morning I started out 
again to find the place where I in- 
tended to go. I rode on the bus and 
stopped after a 56-kilometer ride and 
then started hiking, going up and 
down the mountain with no one with 
me but Jesus my Lord. 

“IT should have had someone with 
me, but our Brother Manuel Gonzales, 
of San Nicolas, I. Norte, whom I ex- 
pected to be my companion, didn’t ar- 
rive at the set date, so I went alone. 
I started walking around 11 a. m. and 
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reached Kabayan at 3:30 p. m., which 
is 11 kilometers from the National 
Road. After 30 minutes’ rest, I started 
again to Adasay, which is seven and 
a half kilometers from Kabayan, and 
reached the place at 6 p. m., making a 
total of eighteen and a half kilome- 
ters that day, from 11 a. m. to 6 p. m. 


“When I reached the home of Mr. 
Alejandro Marques, and after know- 
ing each other, I showed him your let- 
ter, and he told me that he also re- 
ceived a letterefrom you. Because I 
was very tired, the man asked me to 
take a rest, and so I did. At 7:30 p. m. 
I awoke and got up, and, to my sur- 
prise, there were already in the house 
fathers, mothers, and children, who 
greeted me. After supper we began 
the religious service, and I found out 
that they knew some religious songs. 
I preached that night about the great 
love of God, and oh my, their souls 
were hungry for the Word of God. 
They were like the ‘dry bones’ of 
Ezekiel. The next morning we had 
another service before saying good- 
bye to them. 

“In my short stay, I observed that 
this kind of tribe (mountaineers) are 
very different from the people of low- 
lands. They are very courteous and 


obedient. They also obtained good ed- 
ucations, especially the young people. 
I am really interested in them, espec- 
ially for the salvation of their souls.” 

He mentioned the fact that there 
are problems among them and asked 
that we pray especially that God will 
direct His people and the work of the 
Lord may be extended.

A report in the Ecumenical Press 
Service tells of the action of the gov- 
ernor of the Spanish province of Es- 
tremadura, on February 2, in closing 
and putting seals on the door of the 
chapel of the Spanish Evangelical 
Church of Badajoz, Estremadura. 


Thirty-eight denominations in the 
United States and Canada now have 
more than 15,000 missionaries abroad 
and are contributing more than $50 
million a year to sustain a world-wide 
program of Christian witness and 
service. 

LEGION URGES “BACK TO GOD” 

An interfaith “Spiritual Bill of 
Rights” applicable to the daily living 
of all Americans in this Atomic Age, 
was laid down by the state chaplains 
of the American Legion at their na- 
tional conference here, March 19 and 
20, as the framework for a continuing 
“Back to God” movement. Called into 
session by National Commander Don- 
ald R. Wilson, the state chaplains rep- 
resenting the Catholic, Jewish, and 
Protestant faiths, drafted a blueprint 
of daily spiritual practice to advance 
the vital objectives of regular church 
attendance, family devotions and re- 
ligious training of youth emphasized 
by the American Legion. This program 
will be presented to the 17,368 posts 
of the American Legion within the 
next 30 days, National Chaplain O. G. 
Birkeland of Whitehall, Wisc., an- 
nounced. 

A nation-wide survey of nursing 
‘services feveals an acute shortage of 
nurses in America. It is estimated that 
381,886 nurses are needed to provide 
“absolutely minimum” civilian re- 
quirements, while there are only 
330,000 active civilian nurses. 

New York has 3,000 Chinese boys 
and girls and only 2 cases of juvenile 
delinquency among them the past 8 
years. What’s the explanation? Chi- 
nese teachers say it’s Confucius’ say- 
ing, “The misconduct of the child is 
the fault of the parents.” 


GIDEONS PLAN 53D CONVENTION 

Announcement of the 53d annual 
international convention is being made 
be the Gideons, International, to take 
place July 23-28, 1952, in St. Louis, 
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Missouri. Eighteen committees are be- 
ing formed to lay plans and prepare 
for this convention, and nationally 
known speakers will be occupying the 
program which the Gideons expect to 
attract whole families of Gideons. 


HONG KONG CENTER FOR SCRIP- 
TURES 


Mr. David McGavin, Secretary at 
Bible House, reports that Hong Kong 
has now become a _.manufacturing 
center for Chinese translations of the 
Bible, from which are sent all over the 
world wherever there are Chinese peo- 
ple, Bibles in the Chinese language. 
Last year Bible House printed about 
65,000 Bibles, 200,000 Testaments, and 
over 800,000 Gospels. These included 
cheap editions for the poorer people of 
China. Scriptures were also sent to 

risoners of war of Chinese nationali- 

y in Korea. The work of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society in Hong 
Kong has been known from the earli- 


est days of its existence in 1843. The © 


cession of Hong Kong at the end of the 
Opium War of 1840-42 made Hong 
Kong the chief center of religious ac- 
tivity in the Far East during the 19th 
Century. It is rapidly assuming this 
same position now. 
EXECUTIONS IN CHINA FOLLOW 
FAMILIAR PATTERN 
The Hong Kong Standard noted 


that the “re-education” camps are 
similar to the forced labor camps of 
Soviet Russia, and that “people’s 
courts” have adopted a stiff new 
policy. These courts, the paper said, 
no longer grant defendants the right 
of “reforming themselves” through 
me indoctrination and _ controlled 
labor service. On the contrary, sen- 
tences have increased drastically. 

“Like the Japanese military police 
of the old days,” said the Standard, 
“Communist secret police have made 
a policy of swooping down on their 
‘wanted’ men in predawn raids. Often 
those arrested have simply disappear- 
ed. In most cases. . .word eventually 
has been received that they were 
executed.” 


HEBREW REVIVED 

The revival of ancient Hebrew as 
the official language of Israel is in- 
volving tremendous literary under- 
takings on short order. A new sixteen- 
volume Hebrew Encyclopaedia is being 
prepared for publication in Tel Aviv. 
Six hundred experts on various sub- 
jects and men of letters in the arts 
and sciences, including twenty-two 
Nobel Prize winners, are participating 
in the preparation of this monumental 
work.

@:; a certain clan, is contrary to rea- 


son. It is ridiculously incongruous. The 
— does not teach any such doc- 
rine. 

We shall let Paul himself settle the 
question: “Let us draw near with a 
true heart in full assurance of faith, 
having our hearts sprinkled from an 
evil conscience, and our bodies washed 
with pure water,” Hebrews 10:22. 
First, a true heart, "having been sprin- 
kled from an evil conscience. After 
this, the body washed with pure wa- 
ter. This agrees a with the or- 
der of salvation prescribed by Christ. 
“Cleanse FIRST that which is within 
the cup and platter, that the outside 
of them may be clean also,” Matthew 


‘ 23:26. Jesus tells us here that the in- 


side is first to be cleansed; that is, the 
heart is to be first sprinkled from an 
evil conscience; after this the body is 
washed, or baptized with pure water. 

Sinners are not fit to be baptized 
in water. John the Baptist said, “O 
generation of vipers, who hath 
warned you to flee from the wrath to 
come? Bring forth therefore fruits 
meet for repentance,” Matthew 3:7, 8. 
It is seen from this that John the 
Baptist refused to baptize them until 
they produced the fruit of God’s Spir- 
it, which infallibly verified a true re- 
pentance and reformation of life. 

The theory that a dying soldier can- 
not be saved because there is no one 
there to baptize him is enough to 
make the angels weep. I feel con- 
strained from the standpoint of duty 
to let the world know that God will 
have mercy on a dying sinner 
in a hospital, in prison, on the battle- 
field, or penned under a wrecked car. 
“Whosever believeth that Jesus is the 
Christ IS born of God.” The verb is 
the present tense, which means that 
if you have faith, you also have the 
“birth.” “Whosoever believeth IS 
BORN.” Not will be. born when bap- 
tized, but IS born when he believes. 

I believe in water baptism, but it is 
Christ’s command for the saved, the 
believer, and not for the unsaved. It 
should follow one’s new birth—not 
precede it.
